Madrid, June IO.—The press general­ 
ly and public opinion are outspoken on 
the disagreeable new* from the Philip­ 
pines, bitterly blaming the remissness 
of the present 
government without 
throwing the whole responsibility upon 
it. 
Public feeling, though aroused, is 
displaying an ominious calmness, wait­ 
ing to know the worst, but when that i* 
known, there will be developments. 
It 
is generally believed that (important de­ 
cisions were taken at the cabinet council. 
The cabinet council was occupied with 
a long discussion as to the military situ­ 
ation in the Philippines. General Cor­ 
rea. minister of wur, denied that Cap­ 
tain General Angustia position was 
deperate, and Senor Sagasta added that 
Manila had means of defence until the 
arrival of reinforcements. 
The council then adopted important 
measures, which are kept secret. Cap­ 
tain Auuon, minister of marine, was 
authorized to take whatever measures 
he considers necessary with reference to 
the Philippines, and Senor Puigoorver, 
minister of finance, being authorized to 
come to an agreement with the leaders 
of the majority in the chamber for the 
passage of the budget. 
Senor Sagasta declared that the gov­ 
ernment had "no intention of taking 
the initiative in negotiations for peace.” 
He said he was not aware that any 
power was disposed to do so. 
The government has received no offi­ 
cial dispatch of a new bombardment at 
Santiago. 
At the termination of the cabinet 
council General Correa proceeded to the 
palace where hj had au hour’* confer­ 
ence with the queen regent. 
Captain Auuon, minister of marine, 
started for Cadiz last night. 
All the 
ministers accompanied him to the rail­ 
way station. 
He will remain at Cadiz 
until Admiral Camara * squadron is 
ready to sail. General Correa in the 
meantime fulfilling his duties at the 
ministry of marine. 
The 15 vessels forming the squadron 
will start together under sealed orders 
which will only lie omened when the 
squadron is well out to sea. It is under­ 
stood that the forces will then be di­ 
vided. 
A mail steamer that was carrying tor­ 
pedoes destined for tile defence of Ma­ 
nila has returned to Barcelona.

S. Collins, a tragedy which ha* agitated 
th** people of Topeka for four weeks 
past, ha* culminated in the arrest of the 
dead man’s son, John Henry Collins, 
and ho is charged directly with the 
murder of his father. The youth, who 
is a student at the State University, is 
held at the county jail. 
Johnson Jordan of Topeka aud John 
Hari>er of Lawrence, negroes of bud 
reputation, are also under arrest. 
Both 
negroes have stated that Collins hired 
them to kill his father, and that they 
backed out after accepting his pay. 
The detectives have recovered jewelry 
said to have been given by Collins to 
the negroes, and Jordon has stated that 
after he weakened Young Collins went 
away declaring that he would do the 
killing himself. 
The elder Collin*’ life 
wa* insured for $30,000, of which about 
16,500 was in favor of the son.

It 
is generally believed that (important de­ 
cisions were taken at the cabinet oonucil. 
The cabinet council was occupied with 
a long discussion as to the military situ­ 
ation in the Philippines. 
General Cor­ 
rea, minister of war, denied that Cap­ 
tain General Augustus position was 
depende, and Senor Sagasta added that 
Manila had means of defence until the 
arrival of reinforcements. 
The council then adopted important 
measures, which are kept secret. 
Cap­ 
tain Auuou, minister of marine, was 
authorized to take whatever measures 
he considers necessary with reference to 
the Philippines, and Senor Puigcorver, 
minister of finance, being authorized to 
come to an agreement with the leaders 
of the majority in the chamber for the 
passage of the budget. 
Senor Sagasta declared that the gov­ 
ernment had “ no intention of takiug 
the initiative in negotiations for peace.” 
He said he was not aware that any 
power was disposed to do so. 
The government has received no offi­ 
cial dispatch of a new bombardment at 
Santiago. 
At the termination of the cabinet 
council General Correa proceeded to the 
palace where ha had an hour’* confer­ 
ence with the queen regent. 
Captain Almon, minister of marine, 
started for * ’adix last night. 
All the 
ministers accompanied him to the rail­ 
way station. 
He will remain at Cadiz 
until Admiral Camara'* squadron is 
ready to sail, General Correa in the 
meantime fulfilling his duties at the 
ministry of marine. 
The 15 vessels forming the squadron 
will start together nuder sealed orders 
which will only lie ooened when the 
squadron is well out to sea. It is under­ 
stood that the forces will then be di­ 
vided.

Charles W. Milhous, the druggist, 


has in his show window an exhibit of 


genuine Spanish importations 
Though 


of large proportions it is of light weight. 


It is a cork exhibit, part of a recent 


purchase of 2 *0 gross of corks, together 


with a large piece of cork bark, splen­ 


did specimen, two by five feet in di­ 


mensions. 
This cork was im ported 


from Spain and it seems th a t ia the-e 


days of war when one hostile nation is 


bottling up the navy of another Air. 


Milhous has taken sides in the m atter 


and is doing his part towards reducing 


the Spanish supply of corking material. 


The cork tree grows in Spaio, Port­ 


ugal aud northern Africa and nearly all 


that we use in this country i* imported 


from Spain. 
The cork tree is not large 


generally growing from twenty lo forty 


feet high. 
The bark on the trees and 


branches from three to five years old 


acquires a fungus 
appearance, new

Cork intended for the 


m arket is stripped off a year or two 


before it would naturally come aw a j, 


and the process is repeated at intervals 


from six to eight years.

good cork

produced. 
The part 


stripped off is not the whole bark, but 


only the outer layers which have ceased 


to have any true vitality, and have b°- 


come an incumbrance to the tree.
